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Since  the  first  fascinating  discovery  that  radio  could  sell  lots  of  goods 
to  lots  of  people,  there  has  been  a  tradition  that  a  good  radio  voice  gets 
a  running  start;  takes  an  arm-waving  broadjump;  and  lands  in  the  middle 
of  the  living  room  with  a  flat-footed  assertion.  Be  it  a  commercial,  a  speech, 
or  a  gag,  assertion  is  the  impact. 

But  radio  is  an  instrument  for  other  modes,  other  keys  of  communica- 
tion. As  the  disembodied  voice  can  assert  with  awesome  authority,  it  can 
also  suggest,  imply,  evoke,  start  a  mind  in  motion  with  a  destination  still 
to  be  discovered.  In  various  of  its  talks  and  discussions,  KPFA  explores 
this  form  of  radio  communication,  and  programs  are  inclined  to  end  on 
the  up-beat— the  image  evoked,  but  not  described;  the  question  unan- 
swered and  unsummarized,  except  as  the  listener  would  reach  his  own 
resolution. 

In  KPFA's  schedule,  late  evening  seems  most  appropriate  to  explore 
these  realms  of  speculation.  For  the  past  year,  however,  the  period  past 
ten-thirty  has  been  devoted  to  news  broadcasting.  Even  though  the  news 
broadcasts  have  been,  on  occasion,  speculative  accounts  of  the  world,  the 
flesh,  and  the  devil,  the  program  is  now  to  be  scheduled  at  a  less  impression- 
able hour,  and  late  evenings  will  include  music,  imagery,  and  sometimes 
speculations  cantilevered  out  into  the  night.

THE  SINFONIA  ANTARCTICA  by  Ralph  Vaughan  Williams,  the  latest  in  a  long  series  of 
important  works  by  this  venerable  Englishman  was  given  its  premier  in  England  about  a  year 
ago,  and  has  not  as  yet  been  performed  in  this  country.  KPFA  listeners  will  have  a  chance 
to  form  their  own  judgments  concerning  this  work,  which  stirred  up  a  fair  cloud  of  controversy 
in  England,  on  January  29,  when  we  will  broadcast  a  BBC  transcription  of  the  first  performance. 
The  playing  will  be  prefaced  by  a  talk,  also  from  the  BBC,  by  Scott  Goddard,  well-known 
English  critic:  Mr.  Goddard  discusses  the  origins  and  sounds  of  the  symphony,  with  numerous 
musical  examples. 

LOOK  CAREFULLY:  In  this  Folio,  the  day  and  time  of  broadcast  of  a  considerable  number 
of  programs  have  been  shifted.  For  example,  the  BBC  dramas  are  scheduled  for  Monday  nights, 
instead  of  Wednesday  or  Thursday.  Such  changes  may  occur  with  some  frequency,  so  we 
might  suggest  that  subscribers  rely  on  the  Folio  and  not  their  memory.
